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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument regarding conventional media 
requirements for complex nitrogen sources to support growth of which are defined by Applicant's specification as page 3, is noted, 
however, limitations of the specification are not read into the claims for which to define the claimed invention because the claims must 
distinctly describe what the claimed invention is and the prior art clearly teach the same ingredients as required by the claims.. Also the 
argument that only five ingredients are required and the art does not recognize a medium containing only five ingredients is noted, 
however, the art does suggest that these five ingredients will provide successful results and furthermore Gottlieb teach the desire to detect 
yeast and this would have provided the suggestion to one of skill in the art to omit yeast containing components because the medium is 
desired to detect yeast so one of skill would have been motivated to judiciously leave out any yeast containing components with the 
expectation of successfu results especially since the prior art recognizes other components work well for supporting and detecting yeast 
growth such as monobasic potassium phosphate. Therefore, Gottileb clearly suggests that synthetic components can be selected and 
used and to exclude non-synthetic components is a matter of judicious selection by one of skill in the art. The arguments directed to 
individual references are not deemed persuasive for reasons of record. The arguments regarding specific amounts of the ingredients are 
furhter noted, however, one of skill in the art would have been well-skilled and capable of determining optimal amounts. To select for only 
five nutrient and trace element amounts for a culture medium is clearly within the level of one of ordinary skill in the art and to optimize 
these amounts is prima facie obvious. The arguments are not deemed persuasive and for reasons above the claim amendments after 
final can not be entered at this time, however, if corrected complete resubmission of the after final amendment as presented on March 12, 
2007, is resubmitted then the amendment can be entered so long as it does not present any new issues by any additional changes that 
Applicants may so decide to make after final.
